“HUSBAND'S RIGHTS." 


. Three New York men, Edward 
Bonns, William R. Ferguson yand 
Hugh J. Connelly, have stepped Into 
the Mmelight by filing In the Sup- 
reme Court a petition for an assocla- 
tion of “Brothers Under the Skin.”

“Memoir: _ Lord Northcliffe.” It treats 
-of-the remarkable man’s characte 
* from his reporting days when he was 

not evén employed regularly but was 
‘doing free lance work in Ficet street» 

Pemberton .does not attempt to dis- 

* cuse either the principles or. couvic- 
tions which in his later days caused 

\Lord Northeliffe to adopt such a 
strong line of action for or against the 
existing government. He does not tell, 
why Northcliffe attacked practically 
every movement and every position 
taken by Lloyd George after the armis- 
tice. He treats, according to his pre 
face, with “a friend and a man.” 

GREAT AND BELOVED FRIEND. 

Pemberton says of him that “to mc 
he was a great and beloved friend, to 
all I believe, a remarkable personality, 
a‘great patriot: who rendered imperish- 
able service to his country and who 
will never be forgotten by his country- 
men.” 

The author goes on ‘to talk of the 

man Whose misfortune was that he had 
to start life “with poor health, but 
who, despite ‘every disappointment, 
compelled success. Ag some men ure 
born with a sense of the theatre, so 
he was born with an Instinct and un- 
derstanding of the great reading pub- 
lic which has never been surpassed or 
is ever likely to be. To his genius 
were allied the great business gifts 
of Lord Rothermere.” 
. Pemberton palnts something like a 
picture of the man who, starting froin 
nothing, owned a paper when he was 
21, wag a millionaire ten years later, 
and In the next decade probably the 
biggest publisher in the world. 

“The relationship which had existed 
between himself and many men who, 
as he once said to me, ‘did not have e137 
luck,’ embarrassed him,” says Pember-{ 
ton, “and he could not reallze why 
ils rise froma reporter to an owncr 
could not be emulated by every man 
on his staff.” 

WAR CHANGED NORTHCLIFFE. 

In‘ the last decade, the writer says, 
Northcliffe became another man. First 
came the war, which “with the im- 
mense strain which Northcliffe suffer- 
ed, transformed him from a person of 
boyish manner to a grave man, and 
the change which came over him was 
almost imperceptible except to the Inti- 
mate friends who met with him al- 
most dally. His projected journey !n

An Ill-atarred| diamond, which Idst! 
shone as central gent-in the crown of 
Prussia,.is now credited with having 
been a factor In bringing about the 
ruin of the Htohenzollern dynasty. It 
{a known as the “Blaze of Glory.” 

According to the tale brought here 
about it, the diamond was given by 
King Solomoa to the queen of Sheba, 
having been plucked from his turban 
for ber adornment, writes the London 
correspondent of the New York World. 
Carious carvings on two sides of it are 
supposed to be heraldic tokens of the 
two ancient lovers. feenes of the 
gem were carried Info Persia, where 
they excited the greed of. the nomad 
king, -El-Hakim {1, who robbed the 
queen ef Sheba’s grave to secure it 
for himself. Within two weeks there- 
after he was slain Jn his pelace, and 
thereafter, through the ceaturies, rul- 
ers and princes who acquired the gem 
came to grief.

In the month of July’ 
the merchants of Jacmel exported ei 
Hamburg 189,000? pounds of dried 
orange peel, valued. in.Hamburg at 
$41,680, a modeat sum, but one that 
is the beginning of a wrested monc- 
poly. For thé nine months immedi- 
ately preceding the average monthly 
shipment was but 12,000 pounds, 80 
that in» one month Jacmel had {n- 
creased her shipment by a ratio of: 
16 to 1. This great-leap in produc- 
tion Js a new. departure ‘for Halt!, 
and an apt illustration of the un- 
touched possibilities of the island 
that in the French regime waa the 
richest “colonial on™ in the 
world. In all parts of Haiti the sour 
orange tree is common. 

Beyond being ornamental, with its 
glossy. leaves and shapely fruit, it 
had been considered of trifilng 
worth, although before the war an 
inconsiderable amount had been 
shipped to France and Germany for , 
medicinal and flavoring purposes, It 
remained for Jacmel, however, to 
demonstrate its possibilities, The 
valleys and ravinea that run into the 
Jacmel plain are especially prolific 
in sour orange trees, and nowhere 








of their cultivation so favorable on 
a large scale. The trees grow as 
seedlings and require but little at- 
tention. The orange peel from Cu- 
racao had long held undisputed favor 
with the makers of fine liqueurs in 
Europe, but several months ago, 
after successful experiments in dry- 
Ing the peel, an enterprising mer- 
chant shipped to Hamburg & Con 
iiderable quantity of the Jacme! peel. 
The report that came back was en- 
thuslastic and to the effect that the 
results from it were even superlor to 


promptly took notice. Buyers travel- 
od through the Jacmel district, where 
the trees were mcat plentiful, and 
then over the rough roads and trails 
the native women began to’ drive 
thelr gray, long-eared burros. In the 
double straw pannier that is slung 
across the back of the burro, orange 
peel, partly dried, had pre-empted 
the usual loads of logwood and vege- 
tables. 

The buyer paid an average price 
ranging up to three cents a pound to 
the women, and In Halti the ten cen- 
time plece, locally known In the 
Creole patois as “dix cob,”” or two 
cents, has a value hard to compre- 
hend. The selling price f.0.b, in 
Hamburg Is twenty-two cents gold 
a pound, and the middlemen and 
shoppers are reaping a fat profit at 
the usual expense of the peasants, 
some of whom come as tur as twenty 
or thirty miles with their peel. As 
the sacks in which the peel ts fin-
